SEED ‘POLICY PLUS 


PUBLICITY REQUIRED 


As a refult of the early frost last 
season, there are areas in this proy- 
ince where good seed for next 
spring’s planting will be scarce. For- 
tunately for this district, wheat was 
spared extensive damage. Grain 
authorities’ express the belief that 
there is ample good seed right on 
the farms for the season’s require- 
ments, 

But the situation is not so satis- 


factory in respect to oats. This sec- | 


tion of the province, in common 
with many other paris of Alberta, 
will be short of seed oats testing 
reasonably well. for germination, 
There is the probability that some 
difficulty will be experienced in pro- 
viding sufficient seed oats to fill the 
demand. 


A plan has been sponsored by the 


Dominion and provincial depart- 
ments of agriculture in co-operation 
with the Canadian Seed Growers’ 
Association, whereby commercial 
grain may be exchanged for certi- 
fied seed. This plan provides a 
means of securing good seed of cer- 
tified purity and of known ger- 
mination. Grain growers are being 
advised to consult their local eleva- 
tor operators for particulars, and 
it is further announced that “no ap- 
plications can be received after 
March 1.” ; 

In view of the severity of the 
weather, which has been almost con- 
tinuous since the-first of the year, 
there has been little opportunity for 
the average farmer to see his local 
-elevator man, even for the purpose 
of marketing the remnants of his ’35 
crop. In the face of this, an exten- 
sion of the time for making appli- 
cations for certified seed under this 
“exchange” plan would seem to be 
good business. There is a_ very 
noticeable lack of understanding of 
this seed distribution plan among

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‘Registered Seed Stocks 


Since the naming of Reward wheat 
‘some fourteen years ago, its origi- 
nators have made extensive studies 
‘of hundreds of sélections with the 
hope of finding one which would pro- 
duce more satisfactory. yields than 
the original variety. A few Dominion 
Expérfimental Farms and private 
growers also have been carrying on| , 


‘a certain amount of selection work 


‘with the same objective. 

During the past four years the 
best eight of these selections have 
been subjected to comprehensive 
tests at the Central BExperimental 
Farm, Ottawa, the University of 
Alberta and the Dominion, Experi- 
mental Stations at Swift Current, 
Scott, Lacombe~ and Beaverlodge. 
Bxtensive quality tests have also 
been made of the flour from each 
strain. As a result of these studies 
it has been found that while all eight 
strains .are. somewhat superior in 
yielding ability and equal in quality 
to the original more or less com- 
posite variety yet there is no real 
difference between the strains them- 
selves. Since, however, one of these 
strains designated Reward 22-42, has 
been grown fairly widely in recent 
years and since it has proven to be 
as good as any it. has been decided 
to accept this strain as the basis for 
future registered seed stocks for the 
variety. 

A special block of this strain at 
the: Dominion Experimental Station 
at Lacombe, Alberta, and another at 
the Central Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa, passed field inspection for reg- 
istration as Elite Stock Seed during 
the past summer while samples from 
each block sown in the so-called 
“verification tests” also proved to be 


“up to the required standard. The 


Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
therefore has decided to accept these 
stocks as Elite Stock Seed on the 
condition that the resulting crops in 
1986 meet established requirements. 

As a variety Reward has proven 
fairly satisfactory in many sections 
throughout the Prairie Provinces al- 
though disappointing in others. Its 
quality is universally accepted but 
its returns in bushels per acre have 
not always been what one would 
like. ~ 

The behaviour of this variety 
throughout the area seriously affect- 
ed by rust in 1935 has won for it 
many friends as it gave a crop in 
many areas where neither Marquis 
nor Ceres was worth cutting. 

The Elite Stock Seed of Reward 
22-42 will be increased as rapidly as 
possible chiefly ‘by members of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association.

Einstein Has Ne New Theory 


Is Later Rephandtion, Of The “— 
Of Matter 

Gravitation and electricity com- 
bine to form solid matter, Professor 
Albert Binstein declared in an 11,- 
000-word article designed to put 
“reality” into the great mysteries of 
the science of physics. 

“Free invention” of explanations 
of these mysteries, he held» is the 
only logical- system to arrive at the 
long sought truths. 

His explanation of the origin of 
matter is a development of his 
theory of electrical bridges between 
Shells of space announced about a 
year ago, and he traces man’s at- 
tempts to solve the riddle of matter 
and gravitation since the Greeks. 

Lately “causality,” or cause ahd 
effect, haye seemed about to disap- 
pear in the wonderland of the atomic 
world of physics. But Einstein in 
this article says that by observation 
of realities, coupled with daring 
imagination, physicists will find logi- 
cal solutions. 

As one example he sketches the 
troubles raised by quantum me- 
chanics, the most brilliant of recent 
physical discoveries. Quantum me- 
chanics show, and experiments have 
proven, that energy is not continu- 
ous, but somehow made of particles. 
But, he says, no one has shown how 
the steps between these particles of 
energy are made—for example, when 
a hot iron cools, its heat is given off 
in particles, or steps, and no one 
knows what happens between these 
steps. 

He cited the Schrodinger mathe- 
matics as explaining that these steps 
do actually occur, by statistics which 
mask any idea of what the individ- 
uai steps may be. 

Einstein then proposes his ex- 
planation. He uses the relativity 
theory to account for the theory of 
corpuscles of matter, which he orig- 
inally announced with Rosen of 
Princeton. 

The mathematical solutions, . he 
says, show physical space as con- 
sisting of two identical shells con- 
nected by a bridge. This bridge is a 
corpuscle, a material particle, some- 
thing made of electricity and gravi- 
tation. The mathematics he states 
solves correctly for one “bridge” or 
single neutral particle, that is, with 
no électrical charge. But not yet for 
“several bridges,” something .neces- 
sary to account for the complexities 
of matter.

Professor Believes Total Deafness 
Will Be Overcome 

Prof. George W, Stewart, head:of 
the University of Iowa physics Ge- 
partment, predicted science would 
develop a treatment for deafness in| 
which the skins of the back or abdo- 
men will be made to serve as ‘‘ears.”’ 

Basing his prediction on recent 
developments in sound amplification 
and the fact totally deaf persons 
could ‘feel’ the rythm of music, the 


physician said, “by amplifying 
sounds and increasing the area of 
stimulation on the human body, 


something better than stone deaf- 
ness should be realized by persons | 
whose ears now are totally useless.” 
Effective Police Club 

Delivering an electrical current 
powerful enough to help disperse 
rioting crowds, a new police club is} 
available for ltaw-enforcing officers.

chewanh endeavoured to do as much 
fall ploughing as time would permit. 
This form of tillage was considered 
good practice both from the stand- 
point of weed control and distribu- 
tion of work. In recent years, how- 
ever, the amount of ploughing done 
in the fall has rapidly decreased, 

An experiment has been in opera- 
tion at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Scott, for the past twenty- 
one years, to test the value of spring 
versus fall ploughing for wheat. The 
test waS conducted on duplicate one- 
fortieth plots. Results show that 
spring ‘ploughing has outyielded fall 
ploughing by two and _ one-half 
bushels per acre for that period. 
While the yield difference was not 
great, it is si cant that wheat on 
spring ploughing returned higher 
yields in seventeen out of the 
twenty-one years. 

Since there is usually more plough- 
ing done in autumns of over aver- 
age precipitation, the yields have 
been studied in relation to the pre- 
vious fall moisture. In nine out of 
the twenty-one years, the fall pre- 
cipitation was considerably over the 
average but only twice during these 
nine years did fall ploughing out- 
yield spring ploughing. The other 
two years that fall ploughing re- 
turned higher yields was following 
average fall precipitation. It has 
been observed that fall ploughed | 
land was usually drier at the time 
of seeding than spring ploughing.., 
Even though the soil may be quite 
lumpy at the time of ploughing it 
does not hold the snow as well as 
stubble. Furthermore, the lumps 
usually are broken down: in the 
spring, thus making fall ploughed 
land more susceptible to drifting 
than spring ploughing—a highly im- 
portant consideration. - 

Results of this experiment indi- 
cate that spring ploughing is more 
profitable than ploughing in the fall, 
under soil and moisture conditions 
similar to those prevailing at ‘ott, 
provided that the work can be éto- 
nomically performed at that time.| 
On heavy clay soil, double discing 
stubble has given better results than 
ploughing either in the fall or in the 
spring.

Carries On With Two Jobs In Spite 
Of Handicap 

The Rev. Richard Lucas is blind 
but a trojan for work. 

A. farmer,.a.minister; a dairyman 
—all—the ‘Rev. Lucas manages his 
mother’s farm and fulfills his duties 
as a minister, despite this handicap. 

The crops on his farm near Ply- 
mouth, North Carc’ 1, last year 
amounted to $4,000. 

Up at 3:30 every morning to milk 
the Gows, he lives strenuously the 
seven days of every week with only 
five hours allotted for sleep. 

After the chores of the day of 
farming are over the minister pre- 
pares his sermons and speeches and 
reads. He uses the Braille system. 

Losing his sight while a junior in 
medical school, and he refused to ac- 
cept blindness as a handicap. He 
was ordained a minister and filled 
a@ pulpit for many years, 

.Then came the depression. The 
minister’s mother called him to help 
put the family farm once more on 
& paying basis. 

“The only thing I wish for is this,” 
he said, discussing his strenuous 
life, ‘‘more sleep.” 


Made Smugglers Of Hens 


German Farmers Had _ Ingenious 
Scheme To Avoid Duty 
Eight German farmers of Rothen- 
bach, on the Dutch frontiet, have 
been sentenced to five months’ im- 
prisonment for making smugglers 
of their hens, says the London Times. 
The farmers, whose lands lay on 
both sides of the frontier, conceived 
the idea of feeding their hens in 
Holland, where fodder is cheaper 
than in Germany, and then driving 
them over the German frontier to 
lay their eggs in Germany, where 
eggs are dearer than in Holland. 
This ingenious means of making the 
best of both countries was at last 
discovered by the customs authori- 
ties, but not before 2,000,000 eggs, 
according to the authorities’ esti- 
mate, had been carried into Germany 
without payment of import duty.

The exposures are correct 
and developing done carefuliy in 
fresh, clean chemicals but still, they 


say, the final results are smudgy 
looking prints. 
You have looked through dirty 


eye-glasses with probably a few fin- 
ger prints on them. If you haven't 
it’s a sure bet that you have ex- 
perienced the difficulty of looking! 
through a smudgy window. Clean 
eye-glasses and clean windows give 
clear vision and similarly the cam- 
era cannot “‘see’ so well if its eye 
(the lens) is cloudy and smudgy 
from grease finger prints’ and dust 
collected over a period of months. 
Cleaning a lens is a very simple 
operation. All you need is a soft, un- 
starched linen handkerchief and per- 
haps a match or pencil, if the lens is 
quite small. The rear surface of the 
lens can easily be reached by remov-, 
ing the back of the camera. If the 
camera has a double “lens (one be-| 
hind and one in front of the shutter! 
diaphragm), the front combination 
may be removed by turning to the 
left, which will allow you to work 
through the shutter opening when 
set for “time,” with the handker-' 
chief over the end of the match or 
lead pencil. If the lens is quite dirty 
breathe on it and then rub: quickly 
with the handkerchief. Be sure 
when replacing the front lens, to 
screw it back into the shutter as far 
as it will go. H

The amount of pleasure you get 
out of your camera depends almost 
entirely on how much thought and 
care you give it. 

Picture taking is just like golf, 
tennis, basketball or bowling—the 
more you experiment, the more 
thought you give to your hobby, the 
greater your reward in self satisfac- 
tion. 

There are many good books avail- 
able on amateur photography but one 
of the latest off the press is called 
“How To Make Good Pictures.” It is 
packed with sound advice for the 
beginner or the advanced amateur 
and profusely illustrated with pic- 
tures of every type diagrams and 
what have you.

Industry Not Menaced 


Saskatchewan Can Mine Glauber 
Salts Cheaper Than Dakota 
Glauber salt discoveries in North 
Dakota are not considered a serious 
challenge to the considerable indus- 
try that has been built up in Sas- 
katchewan, according to mining en- 
gineers employed by the provincial 
department of natural resources. 
The Dakota discoveries of last sum- 
mer:have been investigated to some 
extent by the engineers. 
Saskatchewan plants sold 65,000 
tons of the salt in 1934 and the fig- 
ures for the last calendar year have 
not been compiled. Practically all 
of the Saskatchewan product is sold 
to paper mills in eastern Canada. 
The larger market in the United 
States has been lost to the industry. 
The combined deposits of Glauber 
salt in Dakota are estimated at 20,- 


000,000 tons. In a district south of | 


Swift Current, Sask., one deposit is 
known to contain more than 25,- 
000,000 tons. Mining engineers base 
the claim the Dakota deposits will 
not threaten the Saskatchewan in- 
dustry on this: The Saskatchewan 
deposits are concentrated and the 
salt is found in layers 12 feet thick, 
while in Montana they are spread 
out and the deposit is thin. In 
other words, the Saskatchewan salt 
can be mined cheaper and, in addi- 
tion, is said to be of higher quality.

were grown by Dr. Earl 8. Johnston 
of the division of radiation and 
organisms in atmosphere containing 
about four times the amount of car- 
bon dioxide found in normal air. 

It is from carbon dioxide taken 
out of the atmosphere and water 
that plants, through the process of 
photo-synthesis which takes place in 
light, build up their substance. On 
clear summer days sunlight is in- 
tense enough to increase the rate of 
photo-synthesis were this process not 
retarded by the limited amount of 
carbon, dioxide available in normal 
air. In an atmosphere enriched with 
carbon dioxide, Dr. Johnston reports, 
the weight of straw, the number and 
weight of heads, and the number of 
grains were increased in comparison 
with plants grown in ordinary air. 

The Smithsonian wheat fields 
were only four square feet in area. 
They were enclosed on four sides 
with glass, leaving the tops open. 
Within this glass enclosure, around 
the growing plants, a fairly con- 
stant stream of carbon dioxide was 
kept up. 

Although there have been some 
attempts at aerial fertilization in 
Europe, the results have been uncer- 
tain and the practice is practically 
unknown in this country. As Dr. 
Johnston says in his report: 

“The practical application of this 
type of fertilization in field experi- 
ments and the supply of carbon 
dioxide in sufficient amounts for 
practical field work are still unsolv- 
ed problems, in spite of the work 
that has been done. While experi- 
ments in which carbon dioxide is 
used as an aerial fertilizer are of im- 
portance scientifically, the practical 
application of this type of fertilizer 
in commercial work is far from sat- 
isfactory, although its application to 
greenhouse culture appears to be 
most promising.” 

Because of the problem of confin- 
ing the gas over large areas in open 
fields, he points out, there is at 
present little practical application of 
his results to open-air farming.

Solved Problem Herself 


Teacher Could Not Be Dismissed 
But Quits At 78 

Mrs. Dora Esper, @ teacher in 
public school, 78, Pleasant avenue 
and East 119th street, New York, 
has resigned from the school sys- 
tem, thereby solving a problem 
which had puzzled school officials 
since 1924, when she reached the 
compulsory retirement age of 70. 
Mrs. Esper was the only teacher in 
the system who had not joined the 
Teachers’ Retirement System. The 
pension board, therefore, was power- 
less to force her retirement at the 
compulsory age. 

Mrs. Esper was appointed as a 
teacher on November 1, 1898. She 
resigned in 1906 but returned to the 
service in 1918. She did not join 
the pension system then, a privilege 
she was entitled. to during her first 
three years in the system. At the 
end ofthe three-year period, how- 
ever, the pension board allowed her 
to waive membership in its ranks, 
although the board later conceded 
the action was illegal. 

In 1929 all teachers were required 
to join the retirement system. Mrs. 
Esper was 72 years old at that 
time, or two years older than the 
retirement age, and the pension 
board would not accept her. Thus 
she could have continued teaching as 
long as she wanted to, as the educa- 
tion laws do not permit the dismissal 
of a teacher solely because of age. 


Would Reduce Expense 


Device Re-Inks Typewriter Ribbon 
And Prolongs Its Use 

Any business man _ whose office 

force uses a large number of type- 

writers well knows the appreciable 

expense made necessary by the con-

stant purchase of new typewriter 
| ribbons. In the past, number of de- 
vices have been developed using 


various kinds of solutions to renew 
the brightness of color in old ribbons 
and thus prolong their life. 

A new device consist of a emall 
solvent container molded of Bakelite, 
through a side slot of which the 
typewriter ribbon may be passed 
| while on the machine. It is only nec- 
essary to hold the device in position 
| and wind the ribbons through from 
one end to the other once a week. It 
| is claimed that such an application 
|of the solvent will keep the ribbon

Flax is:not as quick on the get- 
away as.some of our weeds, and can- 
not compete with them. To ensure 
a crop it is always wise to seed it 
on. reasonably clean land—prefer- 
ably summerfallow. 

At the Lacombe Station this crop 
is seeded at the rate of two pecks 
per acre, between the first and the 
tenth of May. It is not as suscep- 
tible to Spring frost injury as is 
generally believed, and in the last 
15 yéars ‘the crop at Lacombe has 
been frozen only twice in the Spring. 

An old practice was to seed flax 
on land which had just been ‘broken, 
and it was found that this land 
would seldom produce a good crop 
for the next year or two, which 
gave rise to the belief that flax is 
hard on the land. However, this 
belief has no sound basis; it was the 


cultural method, not the crop, that | 


was at fault. Experience has shown 
that it does not pay to sow flax— 
or any other crop—on land which 
has been broken earlier the same 
Spring. Flax is actually no harder 
on the land than any other cereal. 

The Lacombe Station recommends 
that flax be seeded alone, and not in 
any mixture. 

Flax seed may be secured from 
the seed houses in all the Western 


cities.

Italy has blocked off the southern 
tip of Sardinia and the north coast 
of Cyrenaica in northern Africa, to 
foreign fliers. 

Great Britain’s great Singapore 
naval base will be ready for general 
use in 1989, Kenneth Lindsay, civil 
lord of the admiralty, announced in 
the British House of Commons.

Somehow it seems that the 
trapdoors which send persons to un- 
timely deaths are much more num- 
erous than they were years ago be- 
cause carelessness takes a much 
greater toll due to present-day con- 
trivances designed to make life less 
of a drudgery. Therefore it be- 
hooves all of us to go about with our 
eyes open if we would avoid the 
pitfalls that so often bring death or 
serious injury. 

A.tragic story emanating from 
Chicago emphasizes in grim reality 
the appalling cost of carelessness in 
this day and age. ‘The National 
Safety Council states that 99,000 
persons died in accidents’ in the 
United States last year—one every 
six minutes. On top of that 365,000 
persons ‘were permanently injured 


and” 9,100,000 temporarily disabled. |’ 


The total financial damage attribut- 
ed in one way or another to these 
accidents reached $3,000,000,000 in 
property loss, wage loss and medical 


expense.

Rights To Publish Bible Will Have 
To Be Renewed 

The accession of a new sovereign 
has once again revived the question 
of the rights to publish the Bible in 
Great Britain. The patent of the 
privileged presses—the king’s print- 
ers and those of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge Universities — expired with 
the death of the late King George, 
and a protest against its renewal 
has been raised by Rev. J. Moffat of 
the Scottish National Church. Those 
who defend the existing privilege 
assert that the question is not mere- 
ly one of commercial monopoly. His- 
tory shows, they say, that unless 
Bible printing is controlled, all sorts 
of misprints and mistranslations 
sometimes intentional — creep in. 
“Stunt’’ editions for collectors might 
be issued . There might even be edi- 
tions with advertisements.

Baker, of Detroit, earned $50,000 by 
salvaging the William H. Stevens. 


City Of Strange Contrasts 


Capital Of French Somaliland Is Of 
Strategic Importance 

Jibutt, the capital of French Som- 
aliland, is a city of strange con- 
trasts. It boasts cinemas, cafes, and 
a radio station, though its normal 
white population is less than 700 
and in the desert behind it wander 
tribes not far removed from savag- 
ery. Night, when the blistering sun 
has disappeared, is. Jibuti’s busy 
time. At midday, from 11 to 3, 
white and black alike shrink into 
whatever shade there is, and activity 
slows to a minimum. 

The only French port of call on 
the Suez route to Madagascar, 
French Indo-China, and other French 
colonial possessions in the East, Ji- 
buti is of considerable strategic im- 
portance. . French Somaliland, of 
which it is the capital, shares com- 
mand of the entrance to the Red Sea 


-with the ~British protectorate of 


Aden, 150 miles opposite on the 
coast of Arabia. 

Jibuti lied on*a coast consisting 
chiefly .of Sand and volcanic rock, 
with here and there a patch of low 
scrub. The Gulf of Tadjoura, on 
which it stands, bites into the coast 
to a depth of 36 miles. Cliffs of 
volcanic stone form the shores of 
this gulf for many miles. Five miles 
inland from the tip of the gulf is 
Lake Assal, Somaliland’s ‘Little 
Dead Sea” nearly 500 feet below sea 
level. Its shores are encrusted with 
salt deposits, and the gathering of 
this salt is a major industry. 


Testing Perennial Wheat 

Perennial wheat is being tested on 
Dominion Experimental Farms, Hon. 
J. G. Gardiner, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, said in reply to a question in 
the House of Commons. The experi 
ments were being made with the 
idea of producing hay from perennial 
wheat and not grain. .

Use Of. Products Small Compared 
With Other Countries 

Fertilizers are manufactured in 
Canada on @ much larger scale than 
is generally known... Sulphate of 
ammonia, ammonium phosphate, 
superphosphate, cyanamid, organics 
and mixed fertilizers are all made in 
different parts of the Dominion in 
large quantities. The capacity of 
Canadian plants for the manufacture 
of these products is much greater 
than prospective domestic require- 
ments for some time. As the in- 
dustry is comparatively new in Can- 
ada the latest equipment and pro- 
cesses of manufacture are in use, re- 
sulting in high quality products, 

As Canadian crop production be- 
comes more intensified and diversi- 
fied more fertilizers will likely be 
used, but the extent to which these 
products are used in the Dominion is 
rather small in comparison with 
other countries. For example: the 
annual requirements in Canada only 
absorb about $200,000 tons. In the 
United States 3,750,000 tons are 
used; 1,500,000 in Great Britain; 3,- 
500,000 in France, and 6,000,000 tons 
in Germany.

Bitten 
recently by a poisonous snake he 
killed the reptile and recovered.

Custom Started In 1285 And Is Still 
Observed : 

For about the 100th time the City 
of London has paid the Crown a fee 
known as Quit Rent, a yearly pay- 
ment enabling tenants to be free or 
quit from all other service to the 
lord of the manor. The fee consist- 
ed of six horseshoes and 61 nails 
and was paid to the King’s Remem- 
brancer for a site known as the 
Forge. In the Great Roll of the] 
Exchequer for 1235 a record is 
shown of a payment by Walter le 
Brun, a farrier, for the plot on which 
his forge stood near Temple Bar. 
To this forge for repairs came the 
Knights’ Templars after tourna- 
ments, and the only fee charged for 
the plot was six horseshoes and 61 
nails. Eventually the City authori- 
ties collected the rent and passed it 
on to the Crown, but, though the 
Forge has long since ceased to exist 
the fee is still officially paid.

New Mountain Playground 


Alpine Club Aid In Establishing The 
Provincial Park 

To the Alpine Club of Canada,. 
Vancouver section, goes much of the 
credit for the recent establishment 
of Seymour Mountain as a provincial 
park.

A nation-wide ceremony will mark 
the simultaneous placing of the 8,000 
tablets.
